Princo Arthur of Connaught 
and the Mikado's Garter. 

The special mission which, as was 
recently announced in the Express, 
will proceed to Japan in the second 
weok in Jantary under Prince Arthur 
of Connaught will be the most notable 
that has yet travelled to a foreign 
Court to invest the monarch with the 
Knighthood of tLe Garter, 

It is now announced that Prince 
Arthur’s suite will consist of Lord 
Redesdale, Admiral Sir Edward 
Seymour, General Sir Thomas Kolly- 
Kenny, Colonel Davidson, an equerry 
of the Duke of Connaught, and Mr. 
Lampson, of the Foreign Office. 

A personal friend of Prince Arthur 
of Connaught is also to accompany the 
mission, His name has not yet been 
definitely decided on, but he will 
probably be a fellow officer in the 
Prineo's rogiment—tho 7th Hussars. 

Lord Redesdale, C.B., K,C.V.O., who 
was made a peer in 1902, was formerly 
Mr. A. Bertram Freeman-Mitford, a 
well-known authority on Japan and 
the Far East, and the author of 
several works on Japanese and Chinese | 
subjects. -He entered the Foreign 
Осо in 1858,and was appointed to 
the Legation аё Peking in 1865, being 
transferred to Tokyo three years later. 
From 1874 to 1886: he was Secretary to 
H.M. Office of Works. 

Admiral Sir’ Edward Seymour, 
G.C.B., is the prineipal naval A.D.C. 
to the King. Meentered the Navy in 
1852, when he was twelvo years old. 
Пе was made captain in 1873, rear 
admiral in 1889, vice admiral in 1895, 
nnd admiral in 1901. He served in 
the Crimean war, in the China war 
(1857-1802), and in the Egyptian war | 
in 1882.

Fattening Ducks. 


According to a writer in Poultry, 
ducks which it is intended to fatten 
should be shut up, bedded on clean 
straw, and kept in the dark. Feed 
them on fattening meal, barleymeal, 
rice, Sussex or Kent ground oats, 
buckwheat, and ground meat mixed 
and scalded into a mash, not too 
sloppy, with the hot liquor in which 
any Scraps of meat have been boiled. 
that the birds clean up all at 
each meal. Instead of ground meat, 
" greaves " or tallow-scrap (the refuse 
from tallow chandlers’ factories) is 
often used by large fatters, and 
boiled horseflesh is sometimes given; 
either of hese, mixed with meal, 
makes.a. rich, héavy food, and to 
help the system to stand it the com 
mon nettle is added to and boiled 
with it. The ducks should be let 
into their yards only three times a 
lay (7 a.m., noon, and 5 p.m.), when 
they may be fed and their "beds"
